Alan Hantman: Architect of the Capitol... and More 


In January of this year, Alan Hantman became the tenth 
Architect of the Capitol. Does anyone really know what the Architect 
of the Capitol does? The answer is rather impressive.

Forget any romantic notions of a Howard Roark figure climbing the steps of the 
Capitol with a roll of drawings tucked under his arm. “Architect” is too simple 
a noun to encompass the management of 13 million sq.ft. of buildings and 
grounds in prime bureaucratic territory on a heavily traveled tourist route. Alan 
M. Hantman, Architect of the Capitol, is a registered architect, but it was his 32 
years in project and property management that garnered him a Presidential 
appointment to the position in January.

The tasks we ask chimneys to perform seem quite simple: 
Conduct smoke out — not into — the house, and prevent hot 
combustion gases from setting the house on fire. However, 
when we want to reline an old masonry flue to make it safe 
for modern usage, there the simplicity ends.

Why should a flue be lined at all? Many older houses have simple brick-and- 
mortar flues without lining — clay tile liners became common only fifty or so 
years ago. However, there are several reasons for lining: most obvious, a 
properly lined flue allows the smoke and combustion gases to be vented safely 
to the atmosphere without leaking into the home. In the event of a chimney fire, 
a liner can prevent the flames from penetrating any voids or cracks in the 
masonry flue wall; in a chimney fire or overfiring situation, the liner also 
reduces overheating of the outside of the chimney, thus reducing the threat of 
fire in adjoining wood. A liner can also help resize a flue for optimum perform- 
ance of the heating system — an oil-fired unit needs a flue big enough to carry 
away forced draft gases; a gas unit needs a flue that is not only the right size, 
but also one that is adequately insulated. 

With newer high-efficiency heating units, the flue gases exit much cooler 
than in older systems. This means considerably more condensation can form 
inside the flue. With a high-efficiency gas appliance, the condensate is a clear 
liquid, often rendered acidic by chlorides from the air; coal or oil can contain 
sulfur that also produces corrosive condensates. Cooling in a wood-fired sys- 
tem's flue can cause increased creosote formation, which can block the flue and 
increase risk of chimney fires. Proper linings can resist these acids, and insula- 
tion can keep the gases warmer, thus reducing condensation. 

When considering a flue relining, we must first look carefully at the old flue 
to find out such things as size, cross-sectional shape, whether it has offsets, 
whether it has clearance from the building structure, and its actual state of 
deterioration to determine whether the flue needs relining or insulation, and if 
so, what kind. A thorough inspection involves examination inside and out, from 
the roof and from the interior via the clean-out door or stovepipe thimble. There 
are now video inspection systems available for flues. 

We must also look at the type of fuel and heating system the flue serves. 
The National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) has produced a chimney 
standard — NFPA 211 — that requires, among other things, an annual inspec- 
tion and flue lining with a listed or approved material. Underwriters Laborato- 
ries has developed a standard — UL 1777 — for metallic and masonry flue 
liners, which includes temperature tests, thermal shock, freeze/thaw, acid 
resistance, and rain entry. In early 1990, UL added tests to allow chimney liners 
to be tested and listed under UL 1777 for chimneys that have zero clearance to 
combustible materials, a situation that exists in older homes built before codes 
required a clearance or where code enforcement has been lax. Local codes may 
or may not include these NFPA and UL standards. 

Once a decision is reached to reline the flue, the first steps are to carefully 
select a reputable and experienced contractor. Then we must determine how 
best to do the job. 

There are three basic approaches to relining old flues: 

@ Open up the existing masonry and insert clay-tile liners; 
@ Use a poured-in-place cementitious liner; 
@ Use a flexible stainless-steel liner inserted into the old flue. 

Each has its advantages and limitations. We asked suppliers of each type 
to assess their products, compare them with the other types, and suggest hints 
for the specifier or client to use when selecting a chimney relining system. Here’s 
what we found: 


Clay Tile Liners 


This is the old and traditional method that has been around for some time; 
indeed, until recently, it was the only method sanctioned by the building code 
in New York City, where 19th-century chimneys abound. Clay liners are still 
popular for new construction. However, it can be messy and expensive to install 
these liners in an old flue because it may be necessary to rip open the existing 
masonry to get at the flue cavity. It is essential to have this process done by 
skilled masons experienced in fireplace and flue work. 

According to Richard Brandt, Executive Vice President of Logan Clay 
Products Co. of Logan, Ohio, both clay liners and their installation methods are 
much improved over what they were thirty years ago. And, there is a much 
higher degree of standardization in design. The liners themselves are fired to a 
higher temperature today, thus making them more resistant to moisture absorp- 
tion. Furthermore, it’s not always necessary to open up the flue, thanks to 
improvements in the design of devices for lowering the tiles into place. Clay 
liners are flexible, according to Mr. Brandt, in that they can be used for either 
wood or gas-fired fireplaces. Most applications are for residential situations, 
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and standard tiles are available in sizes ranging from a 4-in. round to a 24-in. 
square. As for cost, Mr. Brandt says his company's product can compete dollar 
for dollar with the other two systems for either renovations or new construction. 
Some industry observers suggest, however, that masons may bid high on a 
tile-relining job because of the difficult work involved. 

It may turn out spending all that money on a relining job isn't necessary 
after all, according to Leslie Sandkuhl, President of Sandkuhl Clay Works, 
Spencerville, Ohio. If the flue has only a few simple cracks, he notes, relining 
may not be needed — thermal expansion may very well close them when the 
flue is in service. If, of course, there are chunks falling off or about to fall off, 
you do have a problem. 

Mr. Sandkuhl agrees that relining an old flue with clay tiles can be complex, 
particularly if there are offsets in the flue, or old tiles must be knocked out. But 
he too points out recent improvements, such as high-refractory clay blends and 
placement tools that expand in the tiles and allow them to be lowered accurately 
into place. Ends of the tiles are buttered with refractory mortar before place- 
ment; round flue tiles have male and female ends. Sandkuhl offers a wide range 
of standard-size tiles from 4-in. rounds to 24-in. squares. He cautions that 
custom-sized tiles would be prohibitively expensive. 

Mr. Sandkuhl also warns about the effects of differential thermal expansion 
and contraction in flues; clay tiles should never be installed tight to the brick, 
he warns, and suggests that expansion may be a problem with poured-in-place 
systems and so-called zero-clearance systems where a steel pipe runs through 
a wooden chase. Finally, he maintains that a masonry flue adds both structural 
and architectural integrity to a house. 


Poured-In-Place Cementitious Liners 


With this type of system, flues — either old or new — are lined with a setting 
cementitious material put in place by using a moveable mold inside the flue. 
Variations are based on the kind of mold used. 

One such system is the "bell system," offered through a national dealer 
network by Ahrens Chimney Technique, Inc., of Sioux Falls, S.D. Monte Lutz, 
Ahrens' General Manager, describes the process as follows: A bullet- or tor- 
pedo-shaped bell is lowered via a winch and cable to the bottom of the flue to 
be lined, with the cone pointing upward. The bell is made of 3/16-in. steel and 
has a vibrator inside. A lightweight, zero-slump insulating-concrete mixture is 
poured in on top of the bell, which is winched up through it with the vibrator 
operating. The bell's shape produces a wedging effect, according to Mr. Lutz, 
which forces the mixture into place and fills in any cracks or imperfections in 
the flue. The pour-pull cycle is repeated until the bell reaches the top of the flue 
and is removed. The result, according to Mr. Lutz, is a properly sized flue with 
a 1-1/2-in. insulating lining. Next, a second coating of a proprietary glazing 
compound is sprayed on to a thickness of about 1/8 in.; this provides resistance 
to acids, moisture, and cleaning brushes. 

Ahrens is the only company to offer this second coating, according to Mr. 
Lutz, who likens it to the added protection provided by painting a house. The 
installation is allowed to cure for three days to a week and is then suitable for 
any fuel combustion — gas, oil, wood, or coal. It meets the UL 1777 standard 
for flue relining materials. 

One advantage of the bell system, according to Mr. Lutz, is its versatility. 
It can be used for multiple-flue situations and for flues with offsets. (The bell is 
only about 16-in. long for an 8-in. dia. and is guided by the cable.) For rectan- 
gular cross sections, oblong bells are used; they are available in 1/8- or 1 / Lin. 
size increments. Ahrens has hundreds of rental bells available, or can make a 
custom size or shape. The advantage to the bell system that most impresses 
restoration professionals, Mr. Lutz observes, is that the process does not exert 
strong pressure on fragile old flues for any significant time. 

The Ahrens Bell system is available only through authorized dealers, and 
can be installed only by those who have taken a one-week training program in 
Sioux Falls. Cost is competitive with other systems, says Mr. Lutz, who esti- 
mates that cost on the East Coast for a typical 28- to 30-foot relining of an 8-in. 
flue would run about $1,800-2,000 for the flue alone. 

Another approach to poured-in-place linings is the inflatable rubber form 
system. This system was developed in England about 30 years ago, and intro- 
duced in the U.S. in 1979, according to Fred Howes, owner of North American

Step 1: It All Starts in the Basement! A chimney 
is only as good as its foundation. Determine 
that the foundation is stable and not shifting or 
crumbling. Extensive vertical cracking of the 
bricks is a warning sign. If it is an exterior 
chimney, the quality of the base can often be 
judged indirectly. If the chimney base does not 
extend below the frost line or to undisturbed 
earth, the chimney can lean and pull away from 
the house. Bring a hammer with you and tap 
lightly on the brick. A sharp ringing sound in- 
dicates sound brick. A del sad tcl pou that 
the brick has started to deteriorate. 

Is the mortar intact and hard, or can you put 
a knife right through it? Are the flues lined? Is 
there a cleanout door for each flue and ash pit? 
With a mirror and strong light you can look up 
through the cleanout door or thimble to evalu- 
ate the chimney interior. Does the flue need to 
be cleaned? The primary cause of chimney de- 
terioration in the basement is the long-term ac- 
cumulation of soot, creosote, or ashes.

Surveying the Possiblities in Mantel Design 


Long before the invention of radiators апд central heating, people warmed their 
homes with fire. Today, the fireplace ta the focal point of a room, 
particularly when surrounded by an ornamental mantel. Traditionally styled 


mantels are widely avatlable in stone, 


wood, апд composites — from custom 


carved to stock to pristine antiques.

The earliest fireplaces were probably earth pits that performed double duty, as 
furnaces and cooking stoves. In the Middle Ages, the typical European castle 
featured a large public room — the “Great Hall” — equipped with a central 
hearth, as well as a hole in the roof for ventilation. A later generation of builders 
shifted this fireplace to an outer wall, adding a hood and flue overhead for 
drawing smoke. By the Renaissance, heating systems had grown more sophis- 
ticated, at least in the houses of the wealthy: Most important rooms had a 
built-in stone or masonry hearth that fed into a chimney. 

These architectural advances created the setting for mantelpieces. With the 
introduction of chimneys, smoke hoods disappeared, leaving space for the first 
mantels — decorative panels that extended all the way to the ceiling. Smaller, 
three-sided frames for the fireplace became the norm in the eighteenth century. 
Artisans assembled them from wood, metal, and stone, using faux finishes, 
where desired, to achieve expensive-looking effects. 

Today, it’s possible to choose among the same materials, with options that 
range from stock to custom and recycled pieces. All have their merits, with one 
caveat: When working with prefabricated mantels, make sure their application 
— usually flush — fits the fireplace area, which may be recessed. When it comes 
to materials, wood isn’t necessarily cheaper than stone. Predictably, hand- 
carved marble or limestone can cost a lot of money. (The former is more popular 
in formal settings, the latter yields a more casual look.) But molded products, 
cast from crushed-rock formulas, can be relatively soft on the budget. 

For an extra fee, some cast-stone firms will customize designs, which may 
make financial sense if spread across several sites. Otherwise, the decision is 
primarily a matter of taste. Wood can be painted, stained, or glazed. By contrast, 
little can be done to limestone and marble, apart from adding a patina to “age” 
the surface. “If you don’t like the color, wood can be refinished to your 
preference; marble is more permanent,” says John Wohner, vice president of 
Wohner’s, Inc., in Englewood, N.J., which carves mantels in both. Aside from 
dusting and polishing, neither requires much maintenance, although some 
marbles can be treated with a sealant to prevent smoke damage. 

The other major distinction between wood and stone involves fire codes. 
Before completing plans for an oak mantel, ask the local building department 
how much clearance is required from the firebox. “Fire-code clearances vary 
from state to state and town to town,” Wohner observes. With stone, which 
doesn’t burn readily, this isn’t an issue. 


Getting the Right Size Mantel for the Room 


Whatever the material, the mantelpiece’s size remains an inflammatory topic. 
Those who have never ordered a mantel tend to get more than they bargained 
for, literally. George Chiarini, owner of Chiarini Marble & Stone in Santa Ana, 
Calif., a shop where marble and limestone pieces are carved by hand, reports 
that difficulties arise when people “don’t have enough space to fit the style, or 
the proportions are off.” Evidently, dimension problems are rampant; every 
supplier seems to cite them. Jack Meingast of Chicago-based Decorators Supply 
Corp. says that after deciding on a 54-in. mantel, “Homeowners forget they have 
a seven-foot wall." To prevent disaster, double-check the width of the legs and 
the height and depth of the shelf. If possible, show the client a full-size card- 
board mock-up held in place before installing the real thing. 

Or consult experts who handle mantels on a regular basis. Some wood and 
stone sculptors offer design services. For example, DMS Studios in Long Island 
City, N.Y., specializes in carving authentic, period-style pieces by hand from 
domestic and European marble and limestone. The firm's employees can cut 
mantels from sketches or draw up original, site-specific plans. 

Enkeboll Designs takes the middle road, offering semi-custom wooden 
pieces. The idea is to combine individual elements, such as bases and moldings, 
from styles in the company catalog. Pick a wood — maple, red select oak, cherry, 
black walnut, or mahogany — provide dimensions, and call in the order. The 
mantel, whether simple or ornate, will be built to specification. "We do not offer 
a paint-grade wood," notes Rosanna Vaughn in the marketing and sales depart- 
ment. ^All wood species offered are suitable for staining." 


Embellishing the Mantel 


At Decorators Supply Corp., the difference lies in the details. They sell mantels 
in twelve styles, in any wood, embellished with any of 13,000 ornaments. Made 
of a composition that was invented more than 100 years ago, these rosettes and 
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cherubs, when properly finished, easily pass for wood. "The material accepts 
paint and stain, from light walnut and darker," promises Meingast. 


Hand Carvings Made to Order 


The hand-carved wooden mantels at Edmon's Unique Furniture and Stone 
Gallery "are all made to order," says Mercedes Simonian, proprietor of the Los 
Angeles, Calif., store. Prices run as high as $5,500. Alder is the most commonly- 
used wood, but the selection includes about 20 additional types, including oak, 
cherry, walnut, and mahogany. Edmon's stone pieces, made from crushed- 
stone matrix that is poured into a mold, cost forty to fifty percent less. These 
mantels come in pre-set dimensions, in a palette of 35 different colors and 
textures. Stone Magic Manufacturing in Dallas, Tex., also casts mantels from 
molds. Twelve styles in a variety of sizes are available. The finished products, 
which look and feel like limestone, are inventoried in tan and are available in 
white or buff. Their Fireside Magic line consists of about a dozen new styles just 
now being introduced to the market. If you don't see a suitable model or color, 
ask for the division that creates customized pieces. 

For elegant marble composites, contact Heritage Mantels in Southport, 
Conn. The company's exclusive process uses pulverized marble and polymer 
resins. This composite is poured into molds taken directly from original Euro- 
pean antiques of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, which the company 
owns. АП dimensions are fixed, except for height. The color choices range from 
the pure white Italian bianco to a naturalistically veined brown, red, or black. 


Surveying the Antiques Market 

For genuine antiques, as opposed to reproductions, try calling salvage opera- 
tions. (See the Yellow Pages for Architectural Antiques, pp. 36-40 of this issue.) 
While holdings vary from month to month, Tim Harmon, the eponymous 
co-owner of Tim & Billy's Salvage Store in Indianapolis, Ind., generally carries 
a wide assortment of mantels with prices starting at $125. Some of these items 
are unique to the Midwest, such as slate mantelpieces that have been faux 
painted to resemble marble. At the moment, Tim & Billy's also has marbleized 
cast-iron mantels, single-tiered Arts & Crafts styles, two-tiered Victorians, and 
some rare poplar pieces from the 1840s. Bear in mind that the dimensions of 
vintage products change with the region, the era, and the fuel. Harmon's poplar 
mantels framed wide, wood-burning hearths; the Victorian examples come 
from narrower coal fireplaces. 

Installing these pieces can require novel techniques. A case in point: The 
slate mantels have to be rebuilt in place. Because this stone is brittle, “you have 
to be careful with it," warns Harmon. "It can snap at any time." To fill in seams, 
he tells masons to take a cue from auto-body repair shops and use Bondo. m

Accessories for the Eternal Fire 


Fireplace tools, hearth tiles, fender seats, and electric fires are all part of the vocabulary of the traditionally styled 
fireplace. The listings in the following Special Report amply demonstrate that they are all readily available. 


In the 17th century, the blacksmith working wrought iron forged ornate 
tools, grates, and fireplace accessories. Today, artisans from companies 
including Black Rose Forge, Jefferson Mack Metal, and Thomson Iron- 
works still make traditional and contemporary wrought-iron accessories 
for the hearth. 

In mid-18th century Holland, a fireplace known as a “smuiger” was 
common, and featured a floor-to-ceiling tiled area surrounding the 
fireplace. Today, few people select such copious displays for their fire- 
place, but they still have the option of beautiful tiles from such firms as 
the H&R Johnson Company, makers of Minton Hollins ceramic tile, or 
Designs in Tile. 

In the 19th century, the fender seat was a functional and decorative 
innovation, and one that is still available from the Rockingham Fender 
Seat Co. Their models are either curved- or square-front, with a number 
of seat and border options.

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NEW INTERIORS IN OLD BUILDINGS 


Designing a commercial interior for an existing older building requires creativity, 
sensitivity — and more agility than a residential space. Here, an Interior Designer 
sets forth some general principles buttressed with some real-world examples.

The general public has learned to love old buildings . . and thus we find more 
and more of today’s commercial clients asking for a “traditional” or “historic” 
look. What is it about historic buildings that makes people love them? Is it 
because the proportions, texture, ornamentation, craftsmanship, and quality of 
materials are unmatched in modern times? For whatever reason, people re- 
spond to historic structures. The challenge to an interior designer in creating a 
commercial space in a historic or neo-traditional building is to evoke the 
response of a truly historic building, while at the same time dealing with the 
realities of the wear and tear of public traffic, life-safety and building codes, 
modern HVAC systems, budgets, and the like. 

When designing interiors for commercial use, we must explore basic issues 
like: who is the client and what are his or her tastes, dreams, and images of what 
the space will become; how is the space configured; how will the space be used, 
now and in the future; what segments of the population will be using it; how 
do we assure their safety while they are in the space; how will we deal with 
circulation throughout the building; what is the client’s goal for the space; 
where will we find the best goods and services the client can afford, and which 
can be supplied within the constraints of their schedule? When the project is 
successful, all of these considerations have been integrated into a design that 
achieves unexpected levels of creativity and integrity. 

Additional considerations are layered on top of these when we are design- 
ing commercial interiors for historic buildings. Depending on whether we are 
restoring or rehabilitating, and on how strict the oversight authority is in 
accommodating the program at hand, the project can present many levels of 
complexity. The original intention of the building may not be compatible with 
the planned use. How do we adjust the structure to accommodate a new use, 
while maintaining its original integrity (or dignity, if you will)? The building 
may have significant historic features that prohibit the integration of certain 
aspects of the client’s goal. How do we help our clients work within those 
constraints, without sacrificing their dreams? The structure and configuration 
of the building may inhibit safe travel within the building and speedy egress to 
the exterior in case of fire. How do we provide safe movement through and out 
of the building and retain its historic character? We must decide what interior 
style the client calls for, and how that relates to the historic style of the structure. 
We want to assure that current expectations for comfort levels and aesthetics 
are met in a way that feels natural within the context of the historic envelope in 
which we are designing. We try to select colors that are pleasing, appropriate, 
and meaningful to the design. Although we are faced with challenges like this 
regularly, I like to look upon them as opportunities for a reaching a higher level 
of design. So, lets take a look at these issues, discuss approaches that will work 
on a general basis, and then explore a few examples. 

DISCOVERING EXISTING CONDITIONS. We start by doing a thor- 
ough study of the building’s structural and aesthetic strengths and weaknesses. 
We discover what has been there in the past, and whether features have been 
removed. We learn what has been added, and determine whether these addi- 
tions should remain. We explore the adequacy of openings, traffic-circulation 
equipment, facilities, systems, etc., to determine whether upgrades must be 
made. We evaluate materials, finishes, and character-defining features, to 
determine what level of original or historic fabric we must retain and what 
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constraints it places on the design. We try to minimize surprises as much as 
possible during construction, in order to have a realistic idea of the cost of 
generating the new design. It is seldom possible to completely eliminate sur- 
prises, but by exercising due diligence, we can keep them to a minimum. 
Sometimes those surprises, as intrusive as they may be to schedule and budget, 
provide exciting new insights into the history of the building and its occupants. 
Sometimes they produce nothing more than headaches, because we find that 
what we thought was there was not, and now, well into the project, we have to 
go out and find it or have it made. 

DEVELOPING THE NEW DESIGN. Once we know what we're working 
with, we can begin to design for the planned use. Now we have to make an 
important decision that will have a profound effect on the image of the building 
once the project is completed: Do we design to match the period of the existing 
structure, or layer a contemporary design over the historic features? Or do we 
do something in between, where we design a space with historic ambiance, but 
with contemporary materials. This will depend on many things. If we are doing 
a true restoration, the first option will be dictated. If not, we are free to let the 
program determine the style of the design. It is always important, though, to 
distill the original architectural style down to its most basic form, and incorpo- 
rate compatible or sympathetic forms into the new design. If this is done, styles 
from various periods can be beautifully integrated. 

SPACE PLANNING. The next step is the allocation of space to the different 
functions required by the program, as well as the flow of traffic through the 
environment. When we create a plan that allows people to utilize the space 
effortlessly, in an interesting and engaging way, we lay the groundwork for a 
successful project. In an older building the interior spaces may not conform to 
contemporary needs. We then have to explore whether we can redirect the flow 
of traffic, or if we must adjust the interior space — and to what degree we will 
be able to do that. 

Space planning also involves the placement of furniture so that the space 
functions smoothly, accommodating as many people as possible without con- 
gestion. For example, a flexible seating arrangement in a hotel lobby allows 
seating groups to grow and shrink as needed, to focus on the fireplace, gather 
for an impromptu meeting, or separate for quiet, reflective time. Or, an imagi- 
native use of dividers to create offices within larger, more open spaces provides 
privacy without obstructing the visual sense of the original grandeur of the 
interior. 

SELECTING MATERIALS. When selecting materials, we have to consider 
life-safety issues, code compliance, comfort, appropriateness to the design 
concept, durability, and, of course, tactile and visual beauty. There are require- 
ments for fire retardancy in fabrics used for upholstery, window treatments, 
wallcoverings, floor coverings, and wall and ceiling materials. There are skid- 
resistant requirements for flooring. There are requirements for lighting levels, 
emergency lighting, and signage. There are door-swing and clear-egress re- 
quirements. There are considerations for the length of time it takes a fire to 
penetrate a wall, ceiling, floor, door, or window. Code compliance requires that 
the materials selected be appropriate for the intended use, so they will not cause

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failure in any systems or pose a danger to the public. 
Once these considerations have been dealt with, we 
determine which materials are called for in the 
design. Sometimes this is dictated by the existing 
architecture, sometimes by the concept of the de- 
sign, sometimes by the function called for in the 
space, and sometimes by all three. 

SELECTING FURNISHINGS: The same crite- 
ria we set for finishes applies to furnishings, with a 
special emphasis on appearance, appropriateness, 
and comfort. If we're dealing with a restoration, we 
try to find furnishings that most closely match the 
style of the period, or that might have been in the 
building at the period of restoration. In all other 
cases, however, we select furniture that best ex- 
presses the concept of the design and serves the 
function of the space. Aesthetics play a very impor- 
tant role in selecting furnishings, as people interact 
more with these than anything else except the over- 
all color and texture of the design. Throughout this 
selection process, we are working to provide the 
highest level of quality affordable within the 
budget, established at the onset of the project. Also, 
we work closely with the oversight authority and 
the clients to assure that our selections are appro- 
priate for the building and the client's taste and 
goals for the project. 

SELECTING COLORS. We know that warm 
colors stimulate and cool colors relax. We can use 
this knowledge to control the outcome of our de- 
sign. Historically, colors were chosen based on 
available natural pigments. Now, unless we are 
dealing with a pure restoration in which we must 
exactly replicate not only the color but also the 
medium and pigment source used to create the 
paint, we have an infinite range of colors from 
which to choose. Beginning with the program, lead- 
ing through the building style and historic context, 
and ending with the desired results of the design, 
we select colors that will most effectively achieve 
these results, yielding an interior that is harmonious 
and pleasing. 

COMPLYING WITH ADA. In the last five 
years, I have noticed a dramatic swing in attitudes 
toward universal accessibility. Initially, it seemed 
that property owners were trying to find ways to 
avoid compliance. Now, meeting the needs of all 
peopleis a common expectation in the development 
of the program. It is often difficult to overcome the 
limitations presented by historic buildings, how- 
ever. We seldom find older buildings with easy, 
direct and immediate access from the exterior to the

front entry. Most projects present major difficulties 
getting the physically challenged into a building 
with their dignity and strength intact. The most 
successful projects I have seen blend the surround- 
ing landscaping and grading into the entry so the 
length of ramps can be minimized. Once inside, 
doorways are often too narrow, doors too heavy, 
telephones too high, water fountains unapproach- 
able, elevators too small, and restrooms impossible 
to use. 

Oversight authorities have the final say on 
what should and should not be sacrificed in order 
to make an older building accessible, but commonly 
the solution lies in designating levels of historic 
significance for various interior areas. Once these 
priorities are established, vertical traffic circulation 
and ADA-compliant restrooms can be inserted into 
the less-significant areas, аз can new fire stairs and 


mental Art Nouveau fireplace. The fireplace and plaster moldings around the perimeter of the lobby were re- 
stored, then new wall finishes, furniture, fabrics, and lighting fixtures were put in place to complement and 


enrich this historic space. 
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exit halls. Narrow doorways sometimes present 
really tricky problems, but solutions can usually be 
found, with some adjustments either to the open- 
ings themselves or to circulation patterns. Manufac- 
turers are now making ADA-compliant hardware 
for doors, plumbing fittings, and grab bars that 
blend nicely with a variety of historic styles. Lifts 
can provide access to mezzanines and other short 
changes in level, and can be integrated effectively 
into historic structures. 

Let's explore some examples of how the chal- 
lenges mentioned above have been turned into op- 
portunities for excellent design. 


The Galleria Park Hotel 


The Galleria Park Hotel was a grand hotel built in 
1923 in San Francisco, at the height the city's most 
carefree and exuberant days. The main focus of the 
lobby was a handmade-in-place plaster fireplace 
that reflected a flamboyant interpretation of the Art 
Nouveau style. We began by restoring the fireplace 
and plaster moldings around the perimeter of the 
lobby, and then set about the task of fulfilling the 
client's desire to upgrade the image of the hotel, 
while improving the flexibility of the space plan 
and the life-safety factors of the materials and fin- 
ishes. We selected furnishings and finishes that re- 
sembled those one might have found in a luxurious 
European salon of the early-20th century, but did so 
in the context of the requirements of the late-20th 
and early-21st centuries. АП fabrics are treated for 
fire-retardancy, selected for durability, and applied 
to upholstered furniture made to withstand the 
rigorous demands of a hotel lobby. Custom pieces 
were designed to enhance the exuberant lines of the 
fireplace. Light fixtures were created which provide 
flexible changes in mood and reflect an exotic inter- 
pretation of period style. 


The Sir Francis Drake Hotel 


The Sir Francis Drake Hotel, also in San Francisco, 
needed to be rescued from years of neglect. The 
decor had been badly misinterpreted in the 1960s, 
and had not been touched since. In the Empire 
Ballroom, for example, we reintroduced a period 
look in the design of the wall panels, the carpeting, 
and the colors of the room. Our task was simple, in 
that all we had to do was study the existing archi- 
tecture. Its heavily classical influence dictated the 
direction of the design quite specifically, as did the 
name of the room. We interpreted the Empire and 
Classical Revival styles to give the room a fresh, 
new feeling, as the clients required, taking the mo- 
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tifs of the period and introducing new combina- 
tions and variations on their application. 


The Bank Of America 


When The Bank of America purchased an existing 
bank in the financial district of San Francisco, they 
called upon the firm of Simon, Martin-Vegue, 
Winklestein, and Moris to restore it. It was not a 
pure restoration, in that it was updated for current 
and future banking practices and given new life by 
the introduction of a new system of offices in the 
main lobby of the bank. Current expectations for 
comfort, privacy, and personal space dictated 
changes in the way the bank was configured, and 
requirements for accessibility required that 
restrooms be reconfigured. Associate Carol Pad- 
ham, C.I.D., who was project manager and senior 
designer, explained that the existing architecture 
determined the selection of finishes, and gave her 
reference points from which to design office spaces 
that reflect a more human scale. Cherry wood and 
other simple yet contemporary finishes were se- 
lected for the interior, as they are harmonious with 
the historic building, yet are appropriate in the 
context of a forward-thinking bank. In order not to 
break up the sense of space that the larger lobby 
created, glass partitions were added above the sys- 
tem walls created for the offices that modern bank- 
ing operations required. 


The Texas State Capitol 


Jeffrey Fetzer, AIA, of Ford, Powell and Carson in 
San Antonio, Texas, discussed with me the effects 
of similar constraints on schedule and budget when 
his firm was involved with the restoration of the 
Texas State Capitol. Study of the existing conditions 
revealed that much of the original plaster cornices 
had been removed to accommodate the addition of 
office partitions and dropped ceilings during reno- 

vations throughout the history of the building. As 
this discovery was not made until the building had 
been vacated, and was not considered in the origi- 
nal scope of work, it had a seriously adverse effect 
on the schedule. Plaster craftsmen had to be 
brought in from all over the South to complete the 
work in as short a time as possible. Amazingly, the 
budget for the interior work only increased 18% as 
a result of this and other surprises — a great com- 
pliment to all involved. Other challenges in this 
restoration included the design of casework parti- 
tions to create smaller offices within larger, open 
spaces. Each room had to be designed individually, 
as the space and program requirements varied so 
extensively. In tearing out the dropped ceilings, 
new ways to handle sprinklers, air circulation and

In working 
with the Texas Preservation Board, which oversaw 
the project, it was determined that the flat portion 
of the ceilings should be removed to gain access to 
the space between floors for horizontal runs, and 
channels would have to be cut in the walls to accom- 
modate vertical movement of services. This was 
done in the most sensitive manner possible, and 
materials were replaced in kind. 

When it comes to designing interior spaces for 
older buildings, I believe these case histories dem- 
onstrate that good design comes from turning the 
problems into opportunities, and by allowing beau- 
tiful, functional spaces to emerge. m

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Making Manhattan s Belle Epoque 


When Manhattan restaurateur Keith MeNally decided to create a new restaurant, 
he knew he wanted to evoke the look of Paris at the turn of the century, but without 
doing a precise historic replication. With a general contractor who can practically 
read minds and a team of local artists and craftspeople, McNally's vision was 
realized in Balthazar, which opened this Spring to rave reviews. 


If Keith McNally has one talent, it's 
creating ambiance. With at least five 
trend-setting restaurants under his 
belt, McNally knows how to mix mate- 
rials and invoke moods that will inevi- 
tably draw a cutting-edge Manhattan 
crowd. Unconcerned with words like 
"period," "historical accuracy," or 
"authenticity," McNally is only inter- 
ested in atmosphere. Notes Ian 
McPheely, McNally's acting general 
contractor on both Balthazar and his 
previous restaurant, Pravda (which is 
to Moscow what Balthazar is to Paris), 
"The most successful places are those 
where no one element jumps out at 
you, but each time you visit, you notice 
something else. The elements are there 
more to evoke a mood." 

What McNally got in McPheely 
was someone who could transform his 
ideas (loosely based on an old Parisian 
photo) into drawings and prototypes, 
then make it all real by assembling a 
coterie of craftspeople and artists who 
could execute the designs. McNally 
spent the better part of two years hunt- 
ing the U.S. and Europe for fixtures and 
fittings that would help make 
Balthazar — with its 160-seat dining 
room, three kitchens, a production 
bakery, an authentic French "bou- 
langerie," and 180 employees on the 
payroll — just such a reality. 

McNally and McPheely agreed 
that, as much as possible, everything 
would be built on site and then aged, 
patinated, and finished as if it had al- 
ways been there. The site was a c.1904 
twelve-story commercial Landmark 
building on the corner of Spring and 
Crosby Streets, in the heart of SoHo. 
McPheely hired John Araujo as fore- 
man to oversee mechanicals, construc- 
tion, and finish work, and Joe Hamer- 
sky as lead carpenter and 
cabinetmaker to run the basement 
shop and coordinate elements like the 
bar, wait stations, and paneling. 
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The 70-ft. pewter-topped bar runs the length of the west side of the dining room and 
ends at a pair of French doors that lead into the bakery. The risers are Parisian im- 
ports, but the rest of the bar is strictly made in America. (Photo: Justin Van Soest) 
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Balthazar's entryway sets the stage with gilded lettering on glass panels flanking the 
front door; a bright red awning; a divided-l|te transom that reveals the 15-ft. ceiling, 
and a spandrel panel with Classical and Arf Nouveau motifs — all of which evoke a 
feeling of Paris at the turn of the century. The theme of understated opulence is fur- 
thered in the use of solid-mahogany millwork assembled, installed, and detailed by 
Christian Garnett.

"For starters," recalls McPheely, 
“we had to get all mechanicals right 
before any construction or decoration 
began, because you can't fix it after- 
wards." They buried the mechanicals 
and raised the floor nine inches to be 
level with the sidewalk, which allowed 
them to meet ADA guidelines without 
having to install a ramp. 

Because the owner and general 
contractor were such a tight team, the 
architect of record was there chiefly to 
deal with permits, fire ratings, egress 
issues, expediting, and Landmarks 
specifications. "We did all of our own 
contracting and designing," says 
McPheely, "pulling in specialists as we 
needed them." For example, the res- 
taurant has three kitchens. “Halfway 
through the project, we hired two co- 
chefs who helped design the layout of 
the kitchens," he says. 

Here's how the various elements 
in the restaurant came together: 

THE BAR - McNally bought a bar 
from a run-down Harlem saloon. 
Hamersky replicated the intricate pan- 
els to a finished length of 70 ft. The 
cast-pewter bar top was imported from 
France. It was a typically French stock 
style, sized from a template made by 
McPheely. (A duplicate stayed on site 
so the cabinetry could be completed.) 
Six months later, the top arrived — in 
one piece — and was mounted. 

THE ENTRYWAY, VESTIBULE & 
INTERIOR DOORS - АП of Balthazar's 
woodwork is mahogany, and that in- 
cludes the facade, entryway, and vesti- 
bule. Jerry Shlemowitz, owner of Pratt 
Custom Door, did drawings for the 
front doors for Landmarks Commis- 
sion approval. (One of their guidelines 
says that any change to the facade has 
to be sympathetic to the design of the 
original building.) Christian Garnett, 
Northeast Building Co., assembled, in- 
stalled, and detailed the storefront, 
doors, and vestibule. Shlemowitz also 
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The southeast wait station (one of four) was built on site and topped with a patinated 
marble slab.

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built all of the interior doors, including the French entry doors 
between the bakery and restaurant, the bathroom doors, and the 
door to the downstairs lounge. 

THE GLASS ASS - James Glass, an artist who runs the Br ooklyn 
art- glass studio that bears his name, reworked or replicated 
antique glass panels for ten interior doors, etched glass panels 
in the vestibule and on the column covers, and made the perime- 
ter vertical sconces. He also rescued the facade glass from an 
unsuccessful off-site sandblasting by adding “pinstripes.” 

THE WAIT STATIONS - McPheely decided, early on, to use 
the stop chamfer as a motif on all paneling, wainscoting, post 
covers, furniture, and wait stations. The mahogany wait stations 
were built by An Ngoc Pham and Kris Spychaski (Brooklyn and 
Manhattan cabinetmakers, respectively). The white Carrara 
marble counters were cut and milled by Bedrock’s Jay Swift 
(Brooklyn), who then aged and patinated them with various 
non-toxic and non-fermenting stains. 

THE FURNITURE - The design for the tables was based on 
photos of European bars. Shlemowitz delivered mahogany 
parts; the distressing was done on site. The bar stools are stock 
with wood seats that were covered in red vinyl affixed with 
upholstery tacks. Rounded banquettes on the east side of the 
restaurant were also made by D&L Mfg., N.Y.C. 

THE FLOOR - McNally and McPheely designed the Carrara 
marble tile floor and chose the colors. The floor is made up of 
1/2-in.sq. field tile, a Greek key with 3/4-in. and 1-in. inside and 
outside perimeter tile, and two mosaic “В”з (just inside the 
bakery and restaurant entrances) based on a calligrapher's 
drawing. Steve Spretnjak laid the floor and mosaics for the “В”. 

HARDWARE & FITTINGS - The foot rails on the bar are 
stock brass, and the rails behind the banquettes were based on 
a custom carving and cast at a Rhode Island foundry. The door 
levers are forged iron from Bouvet. The taps on the bar were 
imported from England in brass and plated a dull white metal. 
The push bars on the high-traffic doors are stock. 

THE CEILING - The original ceiling was flat. McPheely 
created simulated 15-x-17-in. beams, then wrapped the entire 
ceiling in 2-ft.-x-8-ft. decorative steel panels from Standard Tin- 
smith & Roofer Supply in Manhattan. He added rosettes from 
W.F. Norman in Nevada, Mo. The glazed finish helped achieve 
a “nicotine-stained” effect. 

THE LIGHT FIXTURES - The light fixtures over the bar were 
made to spec by Conant Custom Brass, Burlington, Vt. The 
lacquered brass tubing ends in 20-in.-dia. globes, bought locally. 
The rest of the ceiling fixtures are French imports that were 
rewired to use 39-in. incandescent tubes. All lighting, including 
the facade lights and bar sidelights, were put on dimmers so 
their intensity could be changed throughout the day. McPheely 
used lots of gels and diffusions to achieve the desired ambiance. 

THE COLUMNS - The steel columns run the full 12-story 
height of the building. McPheely tore off the original terra-cotta 
covers and replaced them with four-hour fire-rated flocking. To 
keep the columns as slender and unobtrusive as possible, he 
designed mahogany column covers, inset with etched and illu- 
minated panels on each side. 

THE SCULPTURE - The caryatids over the bar were loosely 
based on the same c.1900 photograph. Brandt Junceau converted 
the figures from bound, bearded-male slaves measuring 60-in. 
tall to female caryatids, 80-in. tall. Junceau made two small clay 
models to scale, and after approval, built and modeled them in 
wet clay. Sculpture details were fine tuned, including the faces, 
which were deliberately made to look French. Molds were built, 
then plaster castings. 


Robert Padilla of L'Atelier Des Arts provided the faux finish 
for the walls, and finished the caryatids in his studio. He 
smoothed some sharp edges on the caryatids to "age" them,

sized the plaster, applied different colors on different layers of glaze, and then 
wiped them down with sulfuric and nitric acids to further “corrode” the glaze 
and plaster. Then Padilla applied more glaze to the caryatids and sealed them 
so they would match the walls. 

THE WALLS - All painted surfaces (and some distress work) was done by 

Gordon Voisey. Afterwards, Padilla achieved a faux finish on the walls by sizing 
the plaster and applying three layers of identical-colored oil glaze. He then 
applied a clear sealer to achieve the final patinated finish. 

THE MIRRORS - One of the few “authentic” elements in the restaurant are 
fragments of antique mirror collected from McNally’s trips to France. McPheely 
pieced them together on site, and Schlemowitz milled their mahogany mold- 
ings. Additional (new) mirror was patinated and used as needed. (Only 20% of 
the mirrors are new glass.) 

THE LOUNGE - The composition for the ceiling of the downstairs lounge 
was taken from an original French panel affixed to the bakery’s ceiling. For the 
new mural, Robert Padilla used the motif of the four seasons, painted in reverse. 
That is, Padilla made the original painting on canvas, mounted it behind a piece 
of glass, and then painted the glass in this order: water stains (McNally insisted 
it look old), gold highlights, other highlights, and on until the last layer, the field 
color. (In reverse painting, the last brush strokes on the glass are the first strokes 
done on the canvas.) 

THE BAKERY - For the sides of the entryway, Padilla also did reverse 
painting on two glass panels. McNally wanted sheaves of wheat similar to ones 
he'd seen at a bakery in Paris, and Padilla included bowls of fruit, based on 
some 17th- and 18th-c. French drawings. — Judith Siegel Lief

THE LAST REMAINING SEATS

This handsome picture book offers a unique tour of the legendary, ultra- opulent 
movie houses of Los Angeles. Expert architectural photographers Robert Berger 
and Anne Conser lead you through 16 different theaters, all of which are still 
standing (although only a few continue to screen films). The color photos are 
first rate throughout; alternating full panoramas with detail-revealing close- 
ups, they offer a tangible sense of the experience of stepping into one of these 
fantasylands. The only complaint is the standard one, namely that there aren't 
more pictures. 

This book doesn't offer any real help to readers who want to learn more 
about how to restore a theater or other public space. The few movie houses that 
were fortunate enough to have received any restoration at all are shown after 
their revival, and so no techniques of the trade are revealed. Enthusiasts of 
Rococo and/or Victorian opulence, even unto the extreme, will likewise find 
little practical information for their own projects, because the kind of architec- 
ture and interior design celebrated by this book truly exists in a world of its 
own. These theaters represent a Hollywoodization of stylistic precedents, mir- 
roring their real-life inspirations about as faithfully as Hollywood's movies 
reflect the realities that inspired them. We've entered the realm of "entertain- 
ment architecture," as Clem Labine likes to term it. The goal was to create a 
unique space that could live up to cinema at its most imaginative and mythic. 
(It’s no coincidence that almost all of these theaters were built before the advent 
of talking pictures, when movie stars reigned at their most godlike.) The 
astounding lavishness of these theaters also meant that ticketbuyers were still 


The Los Angeles Theater, built in 1951 to seat 2,200, was a formidable display of 
French Baroque. Among many other opulent appointments, the center stair led to 
a crystal fountain, and trompe l'oeil murals decorated the vestibule and auditorium 
ceilings. 
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The Egyptian Theater, built in 1922. featured this —— phic stained-glass 
mural. The theater suffered vandalism, mildew, earthquake damage, and was finally 
closed on its seventieth birthday. 


These wall-relief masks, ancient symbols of comedy and drama, are in keeping with the 
heavily decorated 1,250-seat, 1929 Avalon Theater. Other decoration includes nine 
painted panels in loggia and Botticelli's Birth of Venus, duplicated over the proscenium. 


guaranteed a magical excursion even if the movie onscreen turned out to be a 
turkey. Today, the closest parallels to such moviehouses are the lavish super- 
casinos which also seek to insulate their patrons within a fantasy of glamour 
and wealth. None of these old theaters, however, veers into kitsch or corn as 
determinedly as do so many of today’s gambling spas. Even at their wildest — 
and they could get pretty wild — they kept at least one foot in reality; after all, 
they were meant to show off Hollywood's product, not show it up. In a sense, 
these theaters were factory showrooms, and for decades they were fixtures in 
the landscape of their industry's hometown. 

Today, alas, it takes a lot of footwork and ingenuity to gain access to many 
of these now-dormant dream palaces. Only lucky insiders are now able to 
glimpse the beauties of theaters that were once open to anyone who bought a 
ticket — insiders, and anyone lucky enough to sit down with a copy of The Last 
Remaining Seats. — Cole Gagne

Planters, urns, 
and ash/trash receptacles in a wide range of styles and materials include 
Architectural Pottery's sandstone or terra-cotta pots, Impruneta terra-cotta 
elements from Seibert & Rice, elegant dry-cast sandstone designs by Nichols 
Bros. Stoneworks, and molded pigmented polyester-resin-reinforced plant- 
ers in bright colors from Duraform. These receptacles are also suitable 
indoors and out.

Commercial establishments face a range of finish-hardware needs that are often 
unrelated to those of the residential market: door push bars, push plates, rail 
hardware, commercial-grade doorstops, lever handles, and ADA-compliant 
hardware. Many ADA-related concerns necessitate the use of commercial 
hardware such as levers, push bars, and rails. In the U.S., disabled people 
constitute more than ten percent of the population, but in public places, acces- 
sible design really benefits all. 

In addition, the popularity of adaptive re-use of buildings for commercial 
purposes has created a unique challenge to the designer: to find products that 
will meet modern needs and still be aesthetically pleasing in a historically- 
styled building. In response to this market shift, many hardware manufacturers 
have expanded their lines of traditionally styled hardware. 


On the following pages, designers of restaurants, bars, hotels, lobbies, office 
buildings, and commercial spaces can find a number of suppliers of door and 
window hardware with commercial applications, in addition to bar fittings, 
railings, and other specialty hardware. We've included a number of manufac- 
turers who would not term themselves "commercial" per se, but whose prod- 
ucts are used in buildings both residential and commercial, and are unmatched 
in hand-crafted quality, historic styling, and decorative appeal. Some of these 
companies offer custom casting for those pieces you just can't find anywhere 
else. Custom finishing is another option, so that pieces will take on the same 
luster and patina throughout a space — or match existing old hardware.

Din- 
ing area A has terrazzo flooring in 
geometric deco designs of brown, 
terra cotta, and cream, while dining 
area B has terrazzo flooring in

PIONEER MILLWORKS 
Project: Market Arcade for th City of Buffalo, Buffalo, NY 


Architects: Hamilton Houston Lownie Architects 
Project Scope: Renovation of 14,000-sq.ft. wood floor 


The visitor center in Buffalo's Market Arcade has premium heart pine flooring to 
withstand the wear and tear of pedestrian traffic. 
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This complex of three buildings in 
Buffalo's historic Theater District 
connects Main Street and the once- 
bustling Washington Market. 
When the market closed in the 
19505, traffic declined in the arcade. 
The goal of the City of Buffalo was 
to develop a regenerated sense of 
place and create viable lease areas, 
in a phased restoration of the build- 
ings. 

The architects called for the de- 
velopment of new storefronts to 
match the original, and for the res- 
toration of the wood floors. Pioneer 
Millworks supplied the Premium 
Clear Antique Heart Pine flooring 
for the renovation of the wooden 
floors. A custom knife was ground 
to match the unusual profile of the 
original floor to facilitate “weaving 


in” the floor where needed. (It was н 
1-3/32 in. thick by 2-1/2 in. face Heart pine adds a warm, comfortable air to 
= retail areas like this clothing store in the 


arcade. 


width with an offset rounded 
tongue.) 

The flooring was manufactured 
from salvaged and reclaimed heart- 
pine timbers that were of the same era as the original arcade. Care was taken to 
match the grain patterns and coloring of the existing floor, which was refinished 
in the areas that were still structurally intact. 

The warm glow of the heart pine creates a welcome invitation into the shop 
interiors for passersby through the arcade. +

To the left of the maitre d's stand is the dining area, with soft lighting and richly 
colored walnut and mahogany parquet flooring. 


Behind its commanding Art Deco entry, Nick & Tony’s lives a dual existence. 
Its dining room has a masculine feel, with rich mahogany and walnut flooring. 
The restaurant includes a bakery-delicatessen-espresso bar at the front. It 
functions as a traditional business restaurant with an established-and-estab- 
lishment look. It has private meeting facilities suitable for business functions. 

It is also a destination for evening customers, with its real owners creating 
the fictitious owners — Nick & Tony — evoking an Italian-American family 
who has seemingly run the place since the 1940s, maybe even longer. Old photos 
of the imaginary owners’ immigrant families endow it with a sense of tradition; 
elsewhere, bold Italian Moderne posters add glamour and energy. 

The flooring is domestic walnut and Honduran mahogany in Historic

This culinary school is located in a historic landmark building in the heart of 
the Napa Valley. The CIA hosts more than 400,000 visitors a year. 

Intarsia created a medallion at the entrance, measuring 6 ft. 6 in. by 5 ft. 6 
in. It is fabricated from honed granites in a flamed granite tile field. The 
materials used include St. Cecilia granite (in the medallion field), Emerald Pearl 
(for the lettering) and Dakota mahogany (for the decoration and flamed outer 
tiles). It was constructed with stainless-steel rods running through the back, 
which also add strength for shipping and installation. 4

Translucent majolica glazes 
for the custom fireplace tiles 
were also developed by Designs 
in Tile to coordinate with the 
carpeting in the guest rooms.

The architects called for repli- 
cation of 3,000 sq.ft. of cut-tile geo- 
metric floors for the front lobby, 
check-in area, main lobby, sitting 
area, and halls.

While central air is ubiquitous in most commercial interiors, ceiling fans are 
finding their place as a visually appealing, entertaining — and conservation- 
minded appliance. The rotating blades, either belt- or motor-driven, can help 
circulate the air in a room, creating a variable breeze while providing an 
interesting visual focus. Fans also use less electricity than a typical air condi- 
tioner. In a bar, they can pull away smoke and odors. 

Both new and antique fans are available today. Though the postwar surge 
in air-conditioning use resulted in the dwindling of fan manufacturing, there 


are still a few die-hard manufacturers of a variety of traditionally styled fans | 


and also those who will restore old fixtures.

Pedestal fans are floor mounted and styled like French torchieres. Column 
and counter fans are pole-mounted, and styled like pedestal fans. 

Palm blade systems are available in a number of styles, including vertically 
rotating paddlewheel designs, gracefully oscillating and swaying palms, and 
canopy-hung "South Pacific" style palms. 

A few manufacturers have fans for lower-clearance ceilings (dropping only 
8 to 12 in.). In addition, some standard fans can be found that are UL-listed for 
damp locations, like porches and bathrooms. See the Portfolio on pp. 100 and 
103 for photos of some of the more exotic ceiling fans available today. — LRA 


A HISTORY 
OF THE CEILING FAN 


In 1882, Philip Diehl, generally considered the father of the modern 
electric ceiling fan, refined the engineering of a suitable electric motor by 
using a Singer sewing-machine motor. His device was a large double- 
bladed adaptation of the well-known industrial belt-driven fan, but with 
its own self-contained electric motor. 

By the end of the 1880s, the Diehl Electric Fan was sweeping the 
country. The idea of interior environmental cooling caught on like wild- 
fire, providing Diehl with immediate competition. Soon there were a 
dozen and a half electric-ceiling-fan producers manufacturing an endless 
variety of ceiling-fan designs. 

Diehl continued to make major improvements and innovations, such 
as reducing motor size and adding lights to create an electrified combina- 
tion-chandelier-and-ceiling-fan. Soon the idea became common property, 
and by the turn of the the ceiling fan was everywhere; it wasn't 
long before its fame and sales had traveled around the world. 

By World War I, most ceiling fans were being made with four blades 


Ironically, 
spread use of ceiling fans also led to their downfall. 
sion, America perceived itself as an abundant society. Technical advances 
of the day reflected this belief, with, for i z and 
central forced-air heating, despite the fact that these cooling and heating 
innovations utilized enormous amounts of . As old ceiling fans 
wore out, they too were with these units. By the end of World 
War II and into the 1950s, the reliable and economical ceiling fan of the 
recent past had become almost extinct. Those that remained were consid- 
ered nostalgic curiosities ór “props” in Humphrey Bogart movies. 

In 1973, Burton A. Burton a belt-driven fan system still operating at 
Kolb’s German Restaurant in New Orleans’ French Quarter, which be- 
came an entrepreneurial idea. Working from the premise that these highly 
practical, economical, and decorative fans would be very popular among 
restaurant and hotel owners throughout the world, Burton the 
Casablanca Fan Company and exhibited his fans at Chicago's 1975 Na- 
tional Restaurant Association Convention. Almost immediately, he began 
doing a brisk business selling belt-driven and other decorative ceiling fans 
to commercial clients worldwide. In fact, due to his overall success, Burton 
expanded the product line to produce ceiling fans with self-contained 
motors. The timing couldn't have been better; escalating energy costs had 
reached an all-time high.

Ine Collection 


Specifying and purchasing a wine cellar can mean anything from plugging i ina 
large-capacity "glorified" refrigerator to accommodate a few bottles of inexpensive wine 
to the custom design and installation of an elaborate and intricately engineered 
commercial environment to serve the connoisseur of rare and expensive wines. 


The place to store wine can range from a passive wine cellar — a cool place 
where floors and walls exist below grade — to a fully custom, elaborate and 
intricately designed room that has perfect temperature and humidity control. 
The type of wine cellar chosen depends on the number of wine bottles to be 
stored, the value of the wine, the amount of aging they require, and the amount 
of traffic in and out of the cellar. A badly or inadequately designed wine cellar 
won't just ruin the quality of the wine, but long before that, may mildew the 
cork and destroy the label, rendering high-priced wines almost valueless. 

Elaborate displays are available for the wine shops, hotels, and restaurants. 
Large plate-glass windows and etched-glass wood doors are often designed to 
invite full views. Some restaurants even welcome customers into the cellar to 
select their wine. Many cellars are also designed to be tasting rooms. Even 
though the temperature holds at about 55 deg. F., the relative humidity is 65-75 
deg. F. This actually makes the room very comfortable. 

Two companies in this country seem to cover the range of wine-cellar needs. 
Fine Wine Rack & Cellar Company, based in San Carlos, Calif., and owned by 
designer Paul Wyatt, serves a niche market of wineries, high-end residential 
oenophiles, and a variety of hotels and restaurants around the world; all of the 
cellars are designed by Wyatt and assembled on site by traveling teams. Jim 
Deckebach, owner of Wine Racks Unlimited, in Cincinnati, services his broad 
base of clients with seven designers and engineers who will provide all the help 
one would need to put together one's own customized stock wine cellar, and 
has a full roster of wine-rack kits, retail shelving and displays, refrigeration 
systems, entry doors, and split air-handler systems. 


The Custom Wine Cellar 


Paul Wyatt got into the business of making wine cellars about sixteen years ago 
when some drinking buddies cajoled him into building a cellar from scratch. 
He already had a sophisticated palate and was attending wine events, auctions, 
and tastings. A industrial-process-control manufacturer by training, Wyatt 
emigrated from England to work in the computer business. He has built about 
5,000 wine cellars by now, does his designs ona Mac, and has cellars in Bangkok, 
Hong Kong, Singapore, Taipei, Mainland China, Japan, and Australia. 

Wyatt's cellars range in size, but all are high-end. “The cost of the wine 
cellar is relatively low compared to the value of the wine you are protecting,” 
says Wyatt. A ballpark range for his fully assembled wine cellar runs between 
$10-30/wine-bottle space. “As wine reaches maturity, it may appreciate in 
value, and some collectors will simply trade up,” Wyatt continues, “so the cellar 
should reflect the type of collecting they're doing.” 

Fine Wine Rack & Cellar Co. designs cellars using redwood, Philippine 
mahogany, Peruvian walnut white maple, and Honduras mahogany. They do 
not approve of using oil-based stains or any finishes in a “proper cellar.” They 
will also reconfigure existing racks and offer many special options and unusual 
table surfaces. They will incorporate windows, furniture, and objects of art into 
their designs, as well as mirrored surfaces, decorative arches, and climate-con- 
trol systems. 

Two of the biggest differences between designing a residential cellar vs. a 
commercial one, according to Wyatt, are traffic and volume. The residential cellar 
needs single-bottle storage where one person will pick out one or two bottles 
periodically. A busy restaurant requires bin storage for a steady stream of wait 
staff entering and exiting the cellar (and using enough bottles that some of them 
go directly from case to table); different temperatures for different types of wine 
(e.g. lower temps for white wine); and different kinds of access to storage. 

According to Wyatt, one of the most common problems he encounters is 
poor vapor barriers. “There are still people who prefer a makeshift or passive 
cellar with no refrigeration at all.” Or a client will start building without 
consultation and then call him in to install the racks. “Everything’s wrong: The 
refrigeration system is in the wrong place, or they’ve used an air conditioner. 
(The technology is similar, but the sizing is totally different.) Air conditioning 
lowers humidity, which may harm wine. It is the humidity that keeps the cork 
moist and the bottle perfectly sealed. If the cork is dry, then it must rely on the 
wine to keep it moist. This allows the wine to escape, and worst of all, air to 
enter the bottle. This is the beginning of oxidation and the death of wine. 
Refrigeration units, though, do not cause moisture loss, thus are ideal for 
cooling a wine cellar. 

“Another factor to keep in mind is proper air circulation. A humid cellar 
will keep the bottles perfectly sealed, but a dripping-wet cellar will cause the 
labels to rot and fall off the bottles. In those tiny pieces of paper lie the wine’s 
value at auction. Without those labels, the wine is virtually worthless. Proper 
air circulation prevents the moisture in the air from condensing on the bottles, 
thus protecting the labels.” 

Wyatt's cellars get a lifetime warranty. He also has a retrofit / reassembly 
program, where, if a client commissions a cellar and moves, Wyatt will recon- 
figure the new cellar, giving the client full credit for the existing system.

The Customized Cellar and Wine Rack "Kits" 


Wine Racks Unlimited, in business for twelve years, employs seven architects 
and engineers who design 40 to 60 wine cellars a day, and will customize to fit 
any features in their designs, such as a checkout counter. They work in clear 
all-heart redwood, oak, mahogany, and with a choice of stains and finishes. For 
large commercial applications, durability of product is important, so Wine 
Racks Unlimited also offers different types of cart-guarding systems. 

Prices for wood racks vary with the degree of customization, as follows: A 
full custom, clear, all-heart redwood design is $2.86 / bottle space; a custom clear 
redwood design is $1.52/bottle space; clear redwood wine-cellar kits are 
$1.14/bottle space; and knotty pine wine-cellar kits are $.90/bottle space. 
(Refrigeration units are priced separately.) 

Deckebach figures 70% of his rack business is for the retail shop or home- 
owner and 3046 is commercial. Ten percent of his business comes from selling 
refrigeration units. Deckebach feels his business broadening internationally and 
in the retail market. Most commercial shelving until now has been "gondola" 
style (basic metal). Wine shops are figuring out that they need to display wine 
more elegantly — and horizontally, especially for their high-end buyers. And, 
because there are literally thousands of wines, people need time to make a 
selection. “Frequently, the sale is based on display, so the shop has to have 
proper storage and ambiance conducive to marketing wine," says Deckebach. 

Many of Wine Racks Unlimited's customers buy “off-the-shelf racking,” 
and a large percent of the people buying kits are not refrigerating. But for those 
who want it, Wine Racks Unlimited offers three styles of refrigeration: (1) a 
through-the-wall unit (which functions basically like an air conditioner); (2) a 
split-refrigerator unit with evaporator inside and compressor outside cellar 
(more like central air conditioning); and (3) the highest quality: a split-air 
handler with both compressor and evaporator located outside wine cellar. In 
this third case, both supply and return are ducted into the cellar. 

Wine Racks Unlimited sells nationally and internationally through instal- 
lers; they sell kits and other products through catalogs, offering storage for 
anything from 12-bottle racks on up (they've done oneas large as 28,000 bottles). 
Business has been increasing at the rate of 58% per year over the last three years, 
and they expect even greater gains in the coming years. "The customers are 
becoming more savvy. Restaurants and hotels are trying to bring wine into the 
visibility of the dining room to stimulate the wine-buying public," notes Decke- 
bach. — Judith Siegel Lief

olded ornament is so gratifyingly flexible: Designs can be 
quickly and easily conveyed from an architect’s drawings to 
a finished architectural or decorative element. Or duplicates 
of existing pieces can be easily cast using the range of latex 
or synthetic-resin molding compounds available today. 

One sculptor we know likens molding and casting materials to scholarly 
languages: One language might be better suited than another in communicat- 
ing a specific idea, while in design, certain materials lend themselves to differing 
casting and molding applications. 

The range of materials for casting includes plasters, gypsums, epoxies, 
resins, and thin-shell composites. Moldmaking compounds include a variety of 
rubber compounds, silicones, and even gelatines. 

Plaster is the paterfamilias of casting compounds. (Even the pharaohs used 
plaster on the interiors of tombs that can still be seen today.) It’s one of the 


materials made as both a stock and custom option for today’s designer. While 
ideal for a grand ceiling ornamentation, with its fryable characteristics, plaster 
is not the material to use in high-traffic areas. Fiber-reinforced plastics and 
polymer-modified gypsums, however, have good impact resistance and high 
strength-to-weight ratio, and would be a good material in such situations. 

To present the range of ornamental options in molded materials, the Editors 
surveyed 232 suppliers of interior molded ornament in our database. From the 
responses, we selected the 41 you'll find on pp. 124-126 who represent a good 
cross section of the marketplace.

Using the Internet to Expedite Restoration Projects 


Gilding, a noble craft, has remained virtually unchanged since it waa used by the ancient Egyptians 
thousands of years ago. The World Wide Web, only a few years old, has transformed our cultural 


landscape. One would hardly think these two would intersect in a practical way.

The Internet is everywhere: We see websites noted on advertisements; more 
and more people have E-mail addresses on their business cards; there’s a 
plethora of magazines dedicated to the wired medium; and every company, 
magazine, and government agency seems to have its own website. But how 
useful is it? Apart from E-mail and information-gathering, does it offer practical 
uses for those of us in the field? 

The following case studies show how the Internet was used to facilitate two 
different projects: It made the design process for the recently completed redeco- 
ration of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem a little easier; and, at 
the Lincoln Tomb Historic Site earlier this year, the Internet was crucial to the 
fund-raising, and made the project possible. 


I. The Church of the Holy Sepulchre, Jerusalem 


In 325 A.D., the Roman Emperor Constantine the Great, a recent convert to 
Christianity, sent his mother, Helena, to the Holy Land. There she found the 
holiest sites in Christendom: the birthplace of Jesus, the site of his crucifixion, 
and the tomb where he was buried. She instituted construction of the first Holy 
Sepulchre in 335. Since the construction of that first basilica, this venerated site 
has been repeatedly damaged and destroyed. The latest structure (built by the 
Crusaders in the 11th century) suffered substantial damage from two fires and 
an earthquake — all in the past 200 years. A major restoration and repair was 
initiated in 1959, and work proceeded in fits and starts until 1979, when thenew 
plaster was applied to the interior surface of the dome. Then everything ground 
to a halt. 

A final artistic design had yet to be approved by the three Christian 
communities who have joint custody of the dome. Despite numerous meetings, 
they could not reach a consensus. The scaffold used by the plasterers in 1979 
remained in place, shrouding the edicule in gloom and darkness. 

Discussions were held over the course of the next 15 years. Finally, in 1994, 
a design was approved by the custodians. Ara “Corky” Normart, an artist from 
Fresno, Calif., had formulated the winning design. Corky states, “This marked 
the first time a major discretionary decision was agreed upon by the three 
custodians in almost 200 years.” A budget was created, funds were pledged by 
a private donor, and work began on the project almost 
immediately. A multinational team was put in place 
to accomplish the decoration. In 1995, The Gilders’ 
Studio of Maryland was chosen to perform the exterior 
and interior gilding. 

The design called for 12 large plaster rays to be 
applied to the inner surface of the dome, representing 
the 12 apostles. These elements were to be gilded with 
23.5-karat gold leaf, as were a crown of golden tongues 
below the rays, encircling the oculus. Between each of 
the gilded rays are three streams of light representing 
the Trinity. The surface of the dome is painted with a 
mother-of-pearl background, shading from darker 
umber at the bottom of the dome, and brightening as 
the eye travels upward to the center. The field of the 
dome sparkles with gilded stars. 

Corky made a scale model of the dome, which he 
used to convey the design to the custodians, architects, 
and artisans involved in the project. There were still 
layout, texture, and shading determinations that had 
to be made. Mainly fine-tuning, these could not be 
done easily on the small scale of the model. 

To help expedite the decision-making process, 
they made a 3-D digital rendering of the interior of the 
dome. Using this technique, the decorative elements, 
lighting, and shading could be put into place and 
manipulated. Normart engaged Stephen Gallagher of 
The Gilders' Studio to undertake the rendering. A 
longtime member of the studio, Gallagher also main- 
tains his own business, Art 111 Design, which pro- 
duces websites, 3-D renderings, and other computer 
consulting. Because Normart was working with The 
Gilders' Studio on shading and textures, the lines of 
communication were already established. 

There was one problem: Gallagher is based in 
central Florida, Normart lives in California, the head- 
quarters of The Gilders' Studio is in Maryland, and the 
rest of the team is overseas in England and Jerusalem. 
Prior to 1995, this process would have involved print- 
ing the renderings on an output station and sending 
copies to all involved for comment. Revisions would 
then be made, more renderings printed and sent out 
for comments, and then more revisions would be 
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made and renderings printed... This approach would take a lot of time — and 
money — for delivery services. 
In 1995, software was written enabling the Internet to support graphical

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content. In other words, pictures could be viewed over the network. Whether 
photographs, video, or computer renderings, the images could be posted on 
one continent and viewed on another almost instantaneously. 3-D renderings 
could be changed, uploaded, and viewed in a matter of minutes. No more 
waiting for printers or UPS. 

Early the following year, Gallagher established a protected area on The 
Gilders' Studio website. Using a password, Normart could view the images, 
make comments, and suggest changes. The new images could be posted in a 
matter of minutes. Using this technique, the final placement for the stars was 
made, and several lighting and shading options were explored. Others on the 
network could observe the procedure, providing they had the password. Yet 
another onerous process had become much more streamlined. The use of the 
Internet saved not only quite a bit of time, but quite a bit of money, as well. 

On January 2, 1997, the newly decorated dome was inaugurated to the 
pleasure of Christians everywhere, as well as those involved in the project. 
While not affecting the ultimate outcome of the project one way or another, the 
Internet made the job just a little bit easier. 


II. Lincoln Tomb Historic Site, Springfield, Ill. 


After his assassination in 1865, the body of Abraham Lincoln was transported 
to his adopted hometown of Springfield, Ill., and laid to rest. An impressive 
edifice was designed, and in 1870 Lincoln's remains were moved to the new 
tomb. Visitors could fileby and view his crypt from the outside, looking through 
a window in what is now the rear of the building. In just 30 years, the memorial 
was crumbling and had to be completely rebuilt. Although the new exterior was 
fashioned according to the original design, the interior underwent significant 
changes. 

Rededicated in 1902, the tomb had an elegant entry rotunda with a palla- 
dium-leaf ceiling. Visitors would proceed down one of two hallways to the 
burial chamber in the rear of the building. Lincoln's remains now rest below 12 
feet of concrete, with an imposing headstone under a 23.5-karat gold-leaf 
ceiling. Impressive yet somber, the combination of palladium-leaf and gold-leaf 
ceilings convey the depth of feeling the designers had for one of our greatest 
statesmen. 

The rebuilt tomb was not without its problems. Continually plagued by water 
leaks, the palladium-leafed rotunda ceiling suffered the most. At some time during 
the 1950s, the plaster was repaired and the ceiling regilded. Unfortunately, it was 
gilded with silver leaf, which turned black on short notice. 

Although silver resembles the color of palladium, it will oxidize in a 
relatively short time, even if coated with a clear sealer. Palladium is the only 
white-colored leaf that will not tarnish. More expensive than gold, palladium 
leaf has an enduring lustre that will last hundreds of years if the substrate 
remains stable. No doubt its longevity made it the original designers' choice. 

In the early 1980s, water again damaged the plaster and caused the ceiling 
to be regilded with silver leaf, which promptly turned black. Whether through 
ignorance, lack of funds, or both, it seemed the rotunda ceiling was fated to be 
a dark and dingy shadow of its former glory. 

The pervasive water was not to be denied. Ten years later, moisture again 
damaged both ceilings to the extent that the original 23-karat gold-leaf ceiling 
in the Burial Chamber also required extensive plaster repair and total regilding. 
The entry rotunda ceiling needed the same treatment. Once again, silver leaf 
was purchased for the project. 

The state of Illinois contracted with The Gilders' Studio to perform the 
regilding of both ceilings in the tomb in the late fall of 1996, with completion 
due by early February of 1997. Test scrapings were done on the rotunda ceiling, 
and two layers of discolored silver leaf were found over the original palladium 
leaf. The Studio recommended using palladium leaf, but unfortunately, the 
budget had been exhausted by work done over the previous two years. The 
silver leaf had already been purchased, and the schedule for completing the 
work was tight. 

It was a shame to use materials that were not appropriate. The state was 
asked if it would have any objection to the Studio soliciting donations for the 
purchase of the palladium leaf. The state was encouraging, but time was very 
short. Announcements were posted to various Abraham Lincoln sites and 
newsgroups on the Internet. After numerous phone calls and letters to many 
different individuals, only $4,000 of the required $16,000 had been raised. It was 
early December and did not look good for reaching the goal. 

In the meantime, Doug Pokorsky, a writer for the Illinois Register-Journal, 
spotted the posting on the Abraham Lincoln Association website. Suspecting a 
scam of some sort, he checked out the details with representatives of the state. 
When he learned that the fund-raising was legitimate, he wrote a feature article 
about the need for donations, which was published in early December. The 
Associated Press and other wire services picked up the story, and in short order 
it was distributed nationally, running in newspapers and other media. 

The response was overwhelming. Donations made their way to Illinois 
from individuals across the country, often accompanied by stories of how 
Lincoln had touched their lives. Most of the contributions ranged from $5 to 
$20. A high school class in Chicago donated $1,000. A Civil War association 
donated $2,000, and there were generous contributions from other individuals 
and organizations. By the end of December, more than enough money had been 
raised, and the new palladium-leaf ceiling was in place by February 5. 

On February 12, Lincoln's Birthday, there was a ceremony to rededicate the 
newly gilded ceilings. Susan Mogerman, Director of the Illinois Historic Pres- 
ervation Agency, thanked all the individuals and organizations for their contri- 
butions. After many years, the rotunda ceiling in Lincoln’s Tomb was returned 
to its original enduring lustre of palladium. Had it not been for the Internet, the 
outlook would have been gloomy indeed.

SPECIFYING NEW ART GLASS 


Specifying stained or decorative glass for new commercial projects 
should be more fun than designing concrete footings or laying out 
electrical conduit and rough plumbing lines. Here, an art-glass consultant 
provides basic information to achieve familiarity with the strengths and 
limitations of the materials, as well as the aesthetic possibilities.

Stained glass is a magical medium of artistic expression. Bits of fired sand, 
extruded lead, and vitreous paint are transformed by the sensitive, skilled 
hands of artist, painter, and fabricator into living tapestries of light. As the sun 
makes its daily commute through the skies, and clouds dance on the horizon, 
stained-glass windows awake, stretch, bloom, and explode through varying 
levels of color and intensity, then gently regress as the sun travels to its night 
job on the other side of the globe. Stained glass may affect the viewer on many 
levels, ranging from simple electrical excitement of the rods and cones of the 
viewer's retinas to a transcendent, spiritual experience. 

Decorative glass can be used to hide an unfavorable view, to quietly 
complement the surrounding architecture, or to create a vibrant focal point that 
draws one to, and in, a building. The message delivered by the composition can 
vary from an interpretation of the Old Testament in a church or synagogue, to 
one of soaring opportunity at a corporate headquarters, or one of harmony and 
serenity to troubled souls in a hospital waiting room. 


Defining Art Glass 

ETCHED OR ABRADED GLASS. This glass has had its surface treated with 
one or more of the following: hydrofluoric acid, copper-wheel engraving, or 
abrasion through mechanical means. Most of the etched glass used today 
comprises pieces of 1/4-in. or thicker plate glass or mirror, which have been 
masked with a resist and sandblasted. This treatment ranges from a simple 
surface frosting to deep carving that produces three-dimensional effects. There 
are a number of issues of concern in specifying etched glass. A simple etching 
of the surface can decrease the rated strength of a piece of glass by 50%. Deep 
carving can weaken it more. The specifier must allow for this effect by selecting 
a thicker piece of glass, or specifying the etching on laminated glass. The second 
option is usually preferred due to code requirements for safety glass in many 
public and private spaces. Tempered glass can be lightly etched, but one always 
runs the risk of losing the sheet during the process. Deep carving glass and then 
illuminating the edges with fluorescent tubes can provide dramatic effects, very 
suitable for restaurant interiors or corporate reception areas. Etched glass can 
be incorporated into leaded-glass compositions as well. 

BEVELED GLASS. This glass, usually clear and 1/4 in. or thicker, has its 
edges beveled and polished. As light passes through the bevels, they act as 
prisms and refract the light. Beveled glass is often incorporated into a leaded- 
glass composition, or beveled mirrors can be applied directly to wall surfaces. 

DALLE DE VERRE. Often referred to as slab glass. Each dalle is approxi- 
mately one-square-foot and a little more than an inch thick. The glass is cut with 
a glass cutter or diamond saw, the edges are faceted with a special hammer, and 
the pieces are set into an epoxy matrix. The epoxy matrix is often coated with 
an aggregate to achieve a desired surface texture. The biggest mistake in most 
slab-glass installations is the use of too much glass or too much color. Dalle de 
verre thrives on the negative space within the window. Slab glass tends to have 
an architectural, contemporary look. The panels are quite heavy and need 
substantial frames for support. They also have a relatively high coefficient of 
expansion, so for a weathertight seal, a high-expansion caulk should be used. 
These windows do not need protective glazing; they are virtually indestructible. 

STAINED OR LEADED GLASS. These two terms are often used inter- 
changeably, but the specifier should understand the difference. Leaded glass 
refers to panels that comprise clear, colored, and/or textured glass held in a 
lead came or copper-foil matrix. The color transmitted through the glass (or 
from its reflected surface, as with dichroic or opalescent glass), is a property of 
its original manufacture. Metal oxides are added to the batch materials in the 
furnace to provide color (i.e., selenium for yellow, cobalt for blue, etc.). In the 
case of dichroic glass, an ultra-thin metallic film is applied to the interior surface 
of the glass. The varying reflective quality of the glass as one's viewing angle 
changes (governed by the laws of thin film optics) results in the observation of 
ever-changing color. 

Stained glass may incorporate all of the above, with the added dimension 
that the surface of the glass is further manipulated with trace, matte, or enamel 
vitreous paint or silver stain — the one true "stain" in stained glass. Vitreous 
paint is composed of finely ground glass, metallic oxides, and a flux, carried in 
a variety of media (alcohol, oil, water, etc.). The paint is applied to the surface 
of the glass by the artist with brushes, stencils, airbrush, or old sponge, and then 
further manipulated with stipplers, blenders, or sharpened sticks while and/or 
after it dries. The painted piece is then placed in a kiln and fired until the paint 
vitrifies and fuses to the surface of the glass. 

Silver stain is a combination of silver nitrate and gum gamboge suspended 
in a medium for application to the exterior surface of the glass. While in the kiln, 
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the silver stain permeates the glass and reacts chemically with the molecular 
matrix to imbue color on the surface and within the glass. Stain is usually 
applied to clear or lightly tinted glass. The fired color may range from pale 
yellow to deep orange. The exact color attained is a function of the chemical 
composition of the stain and the glass, and how they interact. Silver stain may 
also be applied to more deeply colored glass to subtly alter its color, such as 
application to blue glass to make it green. 


Initial Considerations 


Depending on the magnitude and budget available for the project, it is an 
excellent idea to get a consultant, artist/designer, or craftsperson involved at 
the early stages of specifying a project. An experienced glass person can steer 
the project down the right path from its inception, obviating the need to jury-rig 
an installation two days before the building opens to the public. These profes- 
sionals can comment on the overall design, the type of glass that would 
complement the setting, and the location that would best showcase the art-glass 
work. A glass professional may be of great help during the budgeting phase as 
well. The cost of an art-glass project is primarily a function of the area to be 
filled, the complexity of the design, and the materials and techniques employed 
to interpret the design. An experienced designer can integrate complex pas- 
sages with less expensive backgrounds to provide aesthetically pleasing and 
cost-effective commissions. 

There are two basic schools of designers. One group tends to design 
windows that become part of the architecture, such as Frank Lloyd Wright or 
David Wilson, while the other school designs stained-glass works framed by 
the surrounding architecture, such as Louis Comfort Tiffany or Narcissus 
Quagliata. A limited few are facile with both approaches. The Source Book, 
published by the Stained Glass Association of America, and headquartered in 
Kansas City, Mo., provides a list of member studios and designers across the 
country; there is no need to be limited to the studio around the corner. Contact 
Kathy Murdock at (800) 888-7422. The Architect's Source Book, published by The 
Guild of Madison, Wisc., (800) 969-1556, provides a forum for independent 
artists to display their work. See also the SourceList and Portfolio following on 
РР. 160-170; contact the artists, and request a resume and a series of slides. Once 
a short list is developed, consider paying a design fee to two or three of the 
designers to prepare a presentation for the design to be employed on the project. 
Many designers require this fee, and those that don't, greatly appreciate it, 
which results in a better product for the client. There is no need to look to a 
single provider for both design and fabrication. In my opinion, the best projects 
are those with independent designers working in concert with an experienced 
studio. 


Specifying the Job 

The total effect on the viewer of any one building element is modulated by its 
surrounding elements. This rule is especially true of stained glass. The light 
through the window is diminished by the ambient light on the interior of the 
building. Will the window be receiving the intense light of the South, the 
varying light of the East or West, or the quiet light of the North? Is the window 
to be artificially illuminated? What mood or effect does the owner wish the 
window to project? Will the window be seen primarily during the day or in the 
evening? These are important questions to answer during the design phase of 
the project. 

Once a design is selected, or a design direction is chosen, the technical 
aspects of the project, its materials and procedures, must be specified. The 
following summarizes the more important sections of the specifications. It is 
important to understand that the actual specifications are very site-specific to 
the project being considered. One should avoid boiler-plate project documents 
for every stained-glass project to be specified. 

SUMMARY: The summary of the work should include the following steps: 
interpretation of design; field measurement of openings; preparation of full-size 
cartoons; selection, cutting, and surface decoration of glass; leading of windows 
with proper alloy came; waterproofing of panels; fabrication and application of 
the support system; and installation of panels. 

QUALITY CONTROL: To ensure the success of the project, the studio and 
its personnel should satisfy the following criteria: (A) The studio should have 
executed at least four projects of similar scope and magnitude over the past five 
years. (B) The project manager should have at least seven years' experience 
working on fabrication projects of similar scope. (C) АП craftspeople involved 
should have at least three years working on fabrication projects of a similar

scope. (D) The studio should demonstrate consummate skill in all of the 
techniques the project calls for. 

The contractor must comply with all local, state, and federal building codes 
and laws that may apply to the project. Make sure to check local laws; do not 
simply follow the requirements for plate glass. Many regulatory agencies have 
realized that stained and art glass usually do not pose a great hazard to public 
safety. In many instances where safety glass is required, such as in doors or 
sidelights, the requirement is suspended if art glass is used. 

To ensure the artistic integrity of the project, milestones should be com- 
pleted by the contractor and approved by the architect and/or owner prior to 
the contractor proceeding to the next phase of the project. Suggested milestones 
are: completion of cartoons; selection of glass palette; wax-up of complete 
window; or completed panels prior to installation. Make sure to allow for 
changes to the design and /or the glass palette after the glass is cut. 

SUBMITTALS: In addition to the typical MS DATA sheets, get submittals 
of glass and lead to be used on the project. If the owner has this information, it 
can simplify repairs in the future. 

DELIVERY AND STORAGE: Glazing compounds should be delivered to 
the site in the manufacturer's unopened containers. Glass should be stored 
indoors in a safe, well-ventilated, dry location and should not be unpacked until 
needed for installation. Delivery of materials to the site for installation or storage 
should not relieve the contractor of his responsibility for such items. 

PRODUCTS: Glass. Glass must conform to local codes. It is advisable to 
have a sample palette prepared for the architect and /or owner's review. 

Lead Cames. In general, round leads are stronger than flat leads. If flat leads 
are used, they should be tucked at all intersections of two or more lead cames. 
The flat leaves should be sweated together during fabrication. АП lead cames 
should be fabricated from an alloy containing 0.5-0.9% tin, 0.5-0.9% antimony, 
and trace elements (0.03-0.06%) of copper and/or silver. Chemical composition 
should be certified by an independent laboratory. Tin and antimony increase 
resistance to creep and deflection; silver and copper increase resistance to metal 
fatigue. Using this type of alloy for leaded windows can greatly increase their 
effective life span. 

Flux. For soldering lead cames, stearic acid thickened with glycerine or oleic 
acid applied by brush is used. For copper-foil, rosin dissolved in isopropyl 
alcohol, zinc chloride, or a paste flux is used. For tinning and attachment of fins 
and support bars, a non-acid paste flux is used. 

Solder. 60/40 tin/lead solid-wire solder should be used. 

Waterproofing Compound. A stiff glazier's putty composed of whiting mixed 
with an organic oil medium and an inert coloring agent should be used. No 
plaster of paris, portland cement, or other hardening agents should be allowed. 
It is important that the compound remain flexible to adequately do its job. 

Cleaning Agents. We recommend whiting (calcium carbonate) or sawdust 
to remove the excess oils from the waterproofing compound. 

Structural Fins. Structural fins are a method of adding structural support to 
panels without interfering with the design of the window. Their exact dimen- 
sions are situationally specific. They are made from half-hard brass ranging 
from 0.032- to 0.064-in. thickness and 0.5- to 1.5-in. widths. Most of their strength 
is derived from their width (not their thickness) and the method by which they 
are applied. Prior to attachment to the panel, they are tinned with 60/40 solder. 

Flat Support Bars. The exact size of the bars is situationally specific. They are 
fabricated from cold rolled steel and generally vary from 0.0625- to 0.25-in. 
thickness and 0.25- to 1.0-in. widths. They should be hot-dipped galvanized or 
electroplated. 

Round Support Bars or Saddle Bars. These are not typically used in modern 
installations, unless the design intention is an accurate replication of historic 
glass. The exact size of the bars is situationally specific. They are fabricated from 
cold-rolled steel and generally vary from 0.25- to 0.625-in. diameters. 

Copper Tie Wires. These are used only in conjunction with saddle bars or to 
connect panels when employing meeting joints. The tie wires connect the 
leaded panel to the saddle bar. They range between #16 and #12 wire, #14 being 
used most frequently. They should be fabricated from a half-hard copper or 
they have a tendency to break when twisted. 

Setting Tape. Setting tape may be a closed-cell vinyl or a butyl setting tape. 
However, the butyl or the adhesive from the tape should not come in direct 
contact with stained-glass panels. If contact should occur, the adhesive will 
make the panels very difficult to remove without additional damage, in the 
event that repairs are necessary. 

Glazing Accessories. As required to provide a complete installation, includ- 
ing glazing points, clips, shims, angles, beads, setting blocks, and spacer strips. 
АП accessories should be non-ferrous, and care should be taken with dissimilar 
metals to prevent galvanic corrosion. 

Silicone. If silicone caulk is desired for the installation, it must be a neutral- 
cure type. Many silicones release organic acids during curing. Organic acids 
attack lead cames and may cause extensive corrosion. 

EXECUTION: Design. To facilitate the design process and ensure the 
correct sizing of the stained-glass windows, either encourage or make it man- 
datory for the designer and/or fabricator to visit the site. The panels should be 
designed so that their overall dimensions are 1/8 in. smaller than the overall 
dimensions of the frame rebate (to allow for expansion), and the measurement 
between the hearts of the opposing perimeter leads is a minimum of 1/4 in. 
greater than the sight size opening of the frame (to ensure that the glass of the 
window is engaging the frame, and not just the perimeter lead). 

Cartoons should de drawn full size. All lead lines and surface decoration 
should be clearly indicated on the cartoons. Prior to entering into full produc- 
tion of the windows, if the window is to be painted, the painter shall prepare 
and submit a sample to be approved by the architect and /or owner. 

Glass Cutting. The contractor should exercise great care in the cutting and 
handling of the raw glass prior to, and after, painting and firing (if applicable), 
so that inadvertent damage to the edges of the glass does not create the 
possibility for runs and cracks in the glass after installation. 
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Glass Painting. If the project includes painting or staining, the glass, after 
painting, should be fired at temperatures and times recommended by the paint 
or stain manufacturer. All glass should be well-fired but not over-fired (e.g., 
matte paints should not be turned glossy). The firing must be monitored so that 
the surface gloss is consistent throughout the windows when similar types of 
paint are used. 

Leading. The leading of the window forms the matrix that supports the glass. 
It is equally important as part of the artistic statement — and more so in 
unpainted windows. Wherever possible, leads should be cross-woven and long 
lead lines that act as hinges should be avoided (or if unavoidable, run perpen- 
dicular to support bars). Leads should be soldered with stearic- or oleic-acid 
flux. After soldering, all residue of flux should be carefully cleaned from the 
panel. With plated windows (windows containing two or more layers of glass 
mechanically held together), care must be taken so that flux does not migrate 
in between the layers of plating. Consummate skill must be employed during 
the leading process. 

Waterproofing. After leading, the panels should be waterproofed with a stiff, 
organic oil-based glazier's putty. It can be applied with brushes in a “wet” state 
or in a “dry” state and forced under the flanges of the leads by hand. If the putty 
is to be thinned to accommodate application by brush, only a thinner recom- 
mended by the manufacturer may be used, or equal parts of boiled linseed oil 
and gum turpentine. All excess putty should be cut flush to the profile of the 
lead. All excess putty and oils should be cleaned from the panel with rags, 
whiting, and/or sawdust. Panels should be stored in a flat (vertical or horizon- 
tal), supported position for a period of not less than 14 days prior to installation. 
The studio should ensure that all residual oils and putty that weep out from 
under the leads should be cleaned from the panels prior to installation. 

Support System. The support system is very project specific. To determine 
the appropriate system for a particular project, a complex analysis must be 
performed, of which the primary variables are: overall panel size, maximum 
span, lead-line design, properties and dimensions of materials, and wind-load- 
ing. The two traditional support bars are saddle (round) or flat. The saddle bars 
are attached to the lead matrix with copper tie-wires. The flat bars are soldered 
directly onto the panel. One of the most important considerations with support 
bars is that they firmly engage the frame into which the panel is being installed. 
The saddle bars should be painted with a rust-inhibitive paint system. The flat 
bars should be hot-dipped, galvanized, or electroplated. Saddle bars should be 
a maximum of 1/8 in. from the plane of the leaded-glass panels. Both bars 
should be attached to the panel at the intersection of two or more leads, not in 
the middle of a singular lead. The exact number and placement of the bars on 
each panel should be determined by the designer and fabricator working in 
concert. 

On certain geometric designs, internal support can be provided by narrow, 
flat steel bars that are inserted into the lead cames during window glazing. If a 
hollow-heart lead is not used, make sure the bar is placed on the lower side of 
the heart; this will delay the formation of rust. Internal bars must engage the 
frame during installation or their benefit to the support of the window will be 

Non-traditional means of support include structural fins and structural 
plating. The primary function of fins is to add strength and rigidity between the 
larger support elements (such as the horizontal steel support bars). Brass fins 
are bent to conform to the existing lead-came matrix. The fins and surface of the 
lead came are tinned with solder. The fin is aligned with the lead and soldered 
on. All excess flux is cleaned away. The fins may also be placed in between 
sections of plating. 

Clear-glass plates may be added to the reverse side of the leaded-glass 
panel. These serve three purposes: to add rigidity to specified areas of the 
window; to support existing plates that project out from the main panel; and to 
support the compressive load of upper sections of the window. 

Installation. Leaded- and stained-glass panels derive much of their strength 
and rigidity from the surrounding framework. The support bars must engage 
the frame. The panels may be installed into wood, metal, or stone frames. 
Autonomous panels may be self-supporting. Caulk and backer-rod systems 
allow for a weathertight but flexible perimeter. Apply sealant system as per 
manufacturer's recommendations. Most substrates require a primer for best 
adhesion. The best system for supporting individual panels uses T bars. These 
should firmly engage the perimeter frame. The horizontal web should face to 
the exterior. The bars should be fabricated of architectural bronze or painted 
cold-rolled steel. 

Final cleaning. Inspect all completed work. Remove all dirt, grease, putty, 
and foreign matter from the stained glass, framing members, and surrounding 
building fabric. 

Protective glazing. Stained glass does not need to be protected from the 
elements — only from insensitive human beings. The exception to this rule is 
copper-foil windows. A copper-foil matrix cannot be made waterproof and 
therefore must have an exterior layer of glazing. The character and impact of 
the glass is always greater without protective glazing. If it is deemed necessary 
on a particular project, laminated glass should be the material of choice. It is 
critical to ensure that adequate venting is allowed between the stained glass 
and the protective glazing. It is not advisable to incorporate a leaded-glass panel 
into an insulated-glass unit. Installing a stained-glass panel to the interior of an 
insulated unit may void the warranty of the unit, due to the effect the stained 
glass may have on heat buildup within the perimeter channel of the insulated 
unit. 

Stained and decorative glass are enjoying a renaissance over the past few 
decades. There are many talented designers with myriad decorative techniques as 
part of their artistic arsenal. Glass can make a powerful statement or impart 
serenity; it can block an undesirable view or invite the viewer into the building. ш

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Hanging Historic Ambiance

the sidewalks; all of these are concerns in Washington. The difference is density. 
The Center has 15 million square feet of space on 16 acres; the Capitol has almost 
that much — 13.5 million square feet — but it is spread over 273 acres.” 
Hantman’s transition to the sprawl of his new domain and the politics of 
working on “The Hill” was eased by a month spent as a consultant to the Senate 
Inaugural Committee for President Clinton’s second term. “It was a very 
positive thing to do,” he notes. “I had a chance to look at some of the issues that 
were impacting the AOC agency — and to get my feet a little wet.” 


The АОС” To-Do List 


Hantman hit Washington running. Within 10 days of his official start date, he 
was before the House Appropriations Committee defending a budget prepared 
by his predecessor for some $200 million. In addition to budgets, there are major 
review and reorganization tasks that Hantman is already addressing. One is 
privatization. “There had been a major drive in the 104th Congress to privatize 
many of the services AOC provides to the House of Representatives, and to a 
lesser extent the Senate,” says Hantman, “and this drive to implement change 
that can promote greater efficiency continues into the 105th Congress. We are 
looking at where it makes the most sense for these functions to reside. Clearly, 
there is a tradition of outside architects, engineers, and contractors being hired 
for major projects and functions and being managed by internal staff. It’s a 
matter of striking the right balance.” 

Reevaluation of the AOC and its methods of doing business has also been 
prompted by new rules imposed by Congress that place the agency under many 
of the same laws that govern private business. The days of Capitol Hill's 
exemption from ADA, OSHA, and affirmative action have come to a close. And 
this is true for all the agencies on The Hill, not just the AOC. Hantman is also 
working to make the agency more responsive to neighborhood concerns. He 
acknowledges that there has been a movement by some members of the 
neighboring community to legally obligate the AOC to a local design review 
process — something that has not been done in the past. While legislation 
creating such a process is pending, Hantman has been meeting with neighbor- 
hood associations to talk about issues of mutual concern. 


Drumming for Dollars 


To add elements of suspense, politics, and high-salesmanship to the position, 
Hantman must seek AOC's funding from the public coffers as part of the federal 
budget assembled by Congress and the President. This is probably the most 
consuming aspect of the AOC position, but truly one Hantman takes quite 
seriously in order to build a reputation for professionalism and credibility with 
Congress. The AOC has an operations budget and a capital budget; the latter 
covers primarily renovations and repairs to existing buildings and infrastruc-

ture. One of Hantman's first tasks was to review, validate, and present to 
Congress information for a five-year plan, which had never been done. 

He can explain his methods best: ^Part of the process I've gone through in 
learning where this agency is in terms of financing and capitalization is recog- 
nizing that for the last five years there have been consistent cuts in the capital 
budget — from over $30 million in 1992 to $14 million in the current fiscal year. 
At the same time, we have fiscal 1998's list of 135 projects worth $54 million. 
Clearly, Congress has a responsibility to look at budgets in terms of prior years, 
and for the operations budget this is quite useful. But is it realistic to expect a 
$14 million capital budget to adequately maintain a campus of 13 million square 
feet? 

“Part of my presentation to the appropriation committees was to say "let's 
take a look at how we benchmark against similar facilities.’ The closest we can 
get is a university-type setting because that is really what the Capitol is, a 
campus. We looked at Stanford, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and other institu- 
tions to see what we should be spend- 
ing on an annual basis just to 
maintain our facilities — no new tech- 
nology; no major renovations, just 
sustaining the status quo. The aver- 
age came out to about 1.7 percent of 
the replacement value of the physical 
plant and infrastructure. So we went 
through the exercise of valuing the 
buildings on Capitol Hill and came 
up with $3.6 billion. If you take 1.7 
percent of $3.6 billion you should be 
spending $50-60 million just to stay 
even. And we were down to $14 mil- 
lion." 

As convincing as this sounds, 
Hantman went further. He revisited 
all 135 projects and validated each 
one. ^We took a folder on every one 
of those projects into the hearings. We 
talked about where the numbers 
came from, what the rationale was, 
and if you don't do it, here is what 
might happen." The senators and 
representatives can line veto each 
project, so in effect, they are given a 
shopping list. Hantman is realistic 
enough to know that the AOC will 
not get the full capital budget re- 
quested, but is pleased with the initial 
reviews showing the Senate approv- 
ing 80 percent of the request and the 
House, 64 percent. Now it is a matter 
of waiting for final negotiations be- 
tween the two legislative bodies and 
the President. Meanwhile, Hantman 
and staff are busy at work on the 
budget for fiscal 1999. 


On the Horizon 


The biggest project under considera- 
tion is a visitors center for the Capitol. 
Given the current sophistication of 
the tourism industry, it is surprising 
that so little exists to make a visit to 
the Capitol easy or informative. If you 
can find the right entrance, you can 
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When the Wilkes Expedition returned from the South Seas in 1842 with a collection of 
plants from around the globe, Congress decided to erect a permanent conservatory to 
serve as the U.S. Botanic Garden. The building, shown above, was completed in 1933 
on a site west of the Capitol presently occupied by the Reflecting Pool. In this view, the 
area still reveals much of its original form — an alder swamp bordered by tall woods. It 
was not until 1889, after 15 years at the hands of Frederick Law Olmsted, that the 
Capitol grounds took on the more refined form they have today. (Photo: Architect of the

The central building of the Capitol, completed in 1824, followed the two flanking wings 
by almost 20 years. This structure, designed by Charles Bulfinch, sported a low wooden 
dome covered in copper. In 1855, Congress voted to replace Bulfinch's dome with a 
more proportional and imposing cast-iron dome based on a design by Philadelphia ar- 
chitect Thomas U. Walter. The view above shows construction on the new dome under- 
way in 1857. The steam-powered derrick used to lift the 8.9 million pounds of iron 
work was fueled by burning wood from the old dome. Construction progressed uninter- 
rupted by the Civil War, and on December 2, 1863, the final section of the statue, 
“Freedom,” was placed on the dome to a 35-gun salute. (Photo: Architect of the Capitol) 


wander the labyrinth of hallways, hit-or-miss style, or you can be marshaled 
around by a guide holding an umbrella, chanting “follow me.” Site visitation 
and interpretation have practically become a new science, and Hantman is 
excited about making the Capitol a better experience for visitors. It is a project 
he is championing. 

A design for the center, which will be largely underground in the area of 
the East Plaza, has been prepared by RKTL with an estimated project cost of 
$125 million. Hantman is now working on funding issues: What is the level of 
public funding, what is private; how do those dollars get raised; and what is 
the time frame? "There are many reasons for a visitors center," says Hantman, 
"among them the fact that we get more visitors than we can safely handle right 


Hantman's most difficult decision in the early months of his tenure was to close the U.S. Botanic Garden. The age and condition of 
the structures, particularly the 1933 conservatory, rendered them unsafe for public use. Congress voted through an emergency appro- 
priation of $33.5 million to carry out a full renovation. In addition, $10 million has been secured though private fundraising for The 
National Garden and an interpretive learning center on the three-acre parcel directly west of the present facilities. If all goes as 


planned, the whole new complex will be dedicated in 2000. (Photo: Architect of the Capitol)

now. We need an orientation film that forces us to think about our democracy 
and communicate its history and its essence." The center Hantman envisions 
would have interactive areas where visitors could check the voting record of 
their congressional representatives and leave them messages, as well as an 
introduction to the buildings and the 
art visitors will see inside, plus first- 
class visitor facilities — from dining 
to diapering. 

The visitors center is an ambi- 
tious project, one that will no doubt 
raise controversies regarding its 
scope, content, and perhaps even its 
commercialism given the prudently 
reserved demeanor of the Capitol 
campus. As introduction or refresher, 
information about government can 
be useful. Truth be known, while 
most Americans could recognize the 
image of the Capitol dome on a two- 
bit trinket from 10 yards, they would 
be hard pressed to identify the defin- 
ing components and responsibilities 
of each branch of government, let 
alone whether the Apotheosis of 
Washington is a tune, tome, or geo- 
graphic point. (It's Constantino Bru- 
midi's painting on the rotunda 
dome.) Visitors will undoubtedly de- 
part D.C. with more to think about if 
the visitors center goes forward. 
Along the way, they might even learn 
that there is an Architect of the Capi- 
tol, and that his job is more than you 
might first guess. ш
